Iran Adds 
To Nuke 
Program 

Report finds enrichment is 
continuing despite U.N. order 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA | Iran has ignored a U.N. 
Security Council ultimatum to freeze ura- 
nium enrichment — a possible pathway to 
nuclear arms — and has instead expanded 
its program by setting up hundreds of cen- 
trifuges, the U.N. nuclear watchdog agency 
said Thursday. The finding paves the way for 
new U.N. sanctions. 

The International Atomic Energy Agency 
said in a report to the Security Council and its 
35 -nation board that Tehran also has contin- 
ued to build a heavy water reactor and related 
facilities — which, along with enrichment — 
could help it develop nuclear arms. The report 
also said Iran ignored a Security Council call to 
cooperate with the IAEA in its efforts to shed 
light on suspicious nuclear activities. 

State Department spokesman Tom Casey 
said US. officials have already begun consult- 
ing with allies about the next steps. He said the 
council may meet as early as next week. 

The deputy head of Iran’s Atomic Energy 
Organization, Mohammed Saeedi, ruled out 
suspending enrichment, saying such demands 
were against Iran’s “rights, the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty and international 
regulations.” georgejahn(ap)

Passport 
Rules for 
Kids Eased 

Birth certificates valid 
for crosssing borders 
by land and by sea 

D E T R 0 1 T I Children will be exempt 
from new rules that will require 
travelers to show passports when 
entering the U.S. at land or sea bor- 
ders, a move the Bush administra- 
tion said Thursday is aimed at help- 
ing families and school groups. 

The new pass- 
port require- 
ments will take 
effect as soon as 
January 2008. In 
a change from 
earlier plans, 
children aged 15 
or younger with 
parental consent will be allowed 
to cross the borders at land and sea 
entry points with certified copies of 
their birth certificates rather than 
passports. 

“This is going to make it a lot 
easier for kids to cross the border 
without having to get passports 
and passcards,” Homeland Securi- 
ty Secretary Michael Chertoff said 
during a speech in Detroit. 

Children aged 16 through 18 
traveling with school, religious, 
cultural or athletic groups and 
under adult supervision will also 
be allowed to travel with only their 
birth certificates, (ap) 


Tearful judge gives 
guardian power over 
Anna Nicole s body 

FORT LAUDERDALE, FLA. I Anna 
Nicole Smith will be buried in the 
Bahamas, alongside her dead son, 
it was announced Thursday after a 
tearful judge left the decision up to 
the guardian for the model’s baby 
daughter. 

Richard Milstein, the court- 
appointed guardian of 5 -month- 
old Dannielynn, announced the 
plans not long after a judge gave 
him control of Smith’s final rest- 
ing place. He gave no timeframe 
for the burial. 

Circuit Judge Larry Seidlin 
steered a surprise middle course in 
a dispute that became more urgent 
by the day when the medical exam- 
iner warned that Smith’s body was 
rapidly decomposing. 

The ruling came a full two weeks

Law Puts Minn. 
At Vanguard on 
Renewable Fuels 

ST. PAUL, MINN. I Minnesota put its 
faith in renewable energy Thursday 
as the governor signed a law requir- 
ing utilities to generate a quarter of 
their power from renewable sources 
such as wind, water and solar ener- 
gy by 2025. 

Considering where Minnesota 
stands now — about half the power 
produced in the state is from coal 
— the move is the most aggressive 
in the country, analysts say. 

Minnesota’s numerical goal trails 
targets already in place for Maine 
and New York, but those states had 
been getting electricity from large- 
scale hydropower facilities before 
their standards were adopted, 
according to the Interstate Renew- 
able Energy Council and the Union 
of Concerned Scientists, (ap) 


States facing shortfall 
on health care option 
for children in poverty 

ATLANTA I Some states are warn- 
ing that hundreds of thousands of 
poor children could lose their health 
insurance if Congress doesn’t act 
soon to come through with more 
money for the program. 

The situation is most severe in 
Georgia, where officials plan to 
stop enrolling kids in the state’s 
PeachCare program starting 
March 11 because of a $131 mil- 
lion shortage. 

The problem is that many states 
have nearly used up their annual 
federal subsidy for child health care, 
and it isn’t even midway through the 
fiscal year — a situation some are 
blaming on the formula by which 


the money is doled out by Wash- 
ington. 

An Associated Press survey 
found that at least 14 states could 
face a shortfall of children’s health 
insurance funds before the next fed- 
eral fiscal year begins in October. 


Besides Georgia, the other 
states are Illinois, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, North Carolina, Wis- 
consin, Iowa, Maryland, Maine, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Nebras- 
ka, Rhode Island and Alaska. 

Georgia contends it will run out

of money in late March. Illinois, New 
Jersey, Maryland, Massachusetts and 
Alaska expect to exhaust their fed- 
eral money this spring. 

Carol Martin, of the Atlanta sub- 
urb of Decatur, has two children, 
ages 12 and 14, on PeachCare. 

“We really need this,” Mar- 
tin said. “If you are not going to 
make children’s health a priority, 
what is?” 

At issue is the State Children’s 
Health Insurance Program, which 
was started by Congress in 1998 and 
is funded by a combination of fed- 
eral and state funds. 

The program has had fund- 
ing problems in the past. But “it’s 
never been this much of a shortfall 
before,” said Genevieve Kenney, a 
policy expert at the Urban Insti- 
tute. “And Congress isn’t moving.”

Army base teaching 
pilots how to avoid 
attacks from ground 

FORTRUCKERlAta sprawling base 
set amid the wiregrass pastures of 
southern Alabama, the U.S. Army 
is teaching its next class of heli- 
copter pilots how to avoid getting 
shot down when it’s their turn to 
go to Iraq. 

Sometimes you fly high, they 
learn, and sometimes you go low. 
Vary your speed, and do not fly the 
same route too often. And always 
— always — know what’s going on 
around you, because it doesn’t take 
much more than a single gun on the 
ground to take down even the most 
advanced U.S. helicopter. 

“Self-preservation is what the 
key is,” said Chief Warrant Officer 
Troy A. Wyatt, an instructor. 

The Pentagon has reported 
eight incidents in the past month 
in which helicopters were either shot 
down or landed under fire in Iraq. 
Military officials say militants are 


increasingly targeting choppers, 
firing simultaneously from differ- 
ent directions with an assortment 
of weapons. 

As the helicopter losses mount, 
instructors at the Army’s aviation 
school at Fort Rucker are teach- 
ing the very latest lessons from the 
Iraq battlefield to the military’s 
newest chopper pilots, all of 
whom come through this post at 
some point. 


Retired Maj. Donald M. 
Maciejewski, who trained to fly at 
Rucker and taught there, said the 
Army has had to rethink some of 
its helicopter tactics since arriving 
in Iraq, where there are few things 
for choppers to hide behind. 

“Some of these weapons are so 
easy to use you could be an idiot 
and still bring down a chopper,” said 
Maciejewski. “Basically it’s piloting 
that gets you out of trouble.” (ap) 


Soldier Admits 
Fleeing to Avoid 
Iraq Deployment 

FORT HOOD, TEXAS | A soldier who 
fled before his second deployment 
to Iraq pleaded guilty Thursday to 
desertion under a 
plea deal that will 
send him to mil- 
itary prison for 
less than a year. 

Wilkerson, 

23, surrendered 
at Fort Hood in 
August, saying he 
was tired of running and wanted to 
move forward with his life. 

“I quit the Army, I quit my unit, 
and I did not show up when I needed 
to,” Spc. Mark Wilkerson told a mili- 
tary judge during his sentencing. 

As part of his plea bargain, the 
judge will sentence Wilkerson to no 
more than 10 months in prison for 
desertion and missing troop move- 
ment, Wilkerson’s lawyer Michael 
J. Duncan said, (ap)

Bush Continues Push 
For Alternative Energy 


Research could reveal 
methods to increase 
ethanol production 

FRANKLINTON, N.C. I Trying to draw 
attention to his domestic agenda. 
President George W. Bush on Thurs- 
day extolled the science of turning 
grasses and wood chips into ethanol 
to lessen the need for foreign oil. 

“If you really want to reduce the 
amount of oil that you consume, you 
have to reduce the amount of gaso- 
line you use,” Bush said on a road 
trip to push energy initiatives. 

Bush’s call for sharp increases in 
ethanol use will get bipartisan sup- 
port in Congress. But production 
of ethanol from corn is expected 
to fall far short of meeting such an 
increase. So Bush envisions a major 
speedup of research into produc- 
tion of “cellulosic” ethanol made

from wood chips, switchgrass and 
other feedstocks. 

Before a panel discussion. Bush 
toured laboratories at Novozymes. 
In one room, the president held up 
a beaker of nearly complete etha- 
nol, sniffed it and laughed: “I quit 
drinking in 1986,” he said. 

Then he turned serious. “Some- 
day you’re going to be able to use this

At Least 16 Killed After Fire 
Erupts on Crowded Ferry 

A fire broke out on an Indonesian 
ferry carrying 300 passengers 
Thursday, killing at least 16 peo- 
ple and sending scores of passen- 
gers jumping into the sea, officials 
said. One woman slipped beneath 
the waves while clutching her 18- 
month-old daughter. More than a 
dozen people remained unaccounted 
for following the country’s second 
major maritime disaster in as many 
months, (ap)

Prodi’s summit of coalition party 
leaders was just hours before their 
Friday meeting with President Gior- 
gio Napolitano, who is looking into 
which politicians might have enough 
backing for a new government. Prodi 
resigned on Wednesday, following a 
loss in the Senate on his center-left

Troops Uncover Iraqi Bomb Factory 



Chemicals found 
in raid on site used 
to build car explosives 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The U.S. military 
warned Thursday that insurgents 
are adopting new tactics in a cam- 
paign to spread panic after troops 
uncovered a car bomb factory with 
propane tanks and chlorine cylin- 
ders — possible ingredients for more 
chemical attacks following three 
explosions involving chlorine. 

Those blasts and a recent spate 
of attacks against helicopters have 
raised fears that insurgents are try- 
ing to develop new ways to confront 
U.S. and Iraqi forces. Any increase 
in chemical bombings could com- 
plicate the Baghdad security crack- 
down, now in its second week. 

Lt. Gen. Ray Odierno, the 
No. 2 American commander in Iraq, 
said he did not think the attacks sig- 
naled a more capable insurgency. 
Instead, he said they were merely 
an attempt to provoke fear. 

“What they’re trying to do is ... 
adapt in such ways where they can 
continue to create instability,” Odi- 
erno said. 

The raid on the car bomb factory 
occurred late Tuesday in the vola- 
tile western province of Anbar, U.S. 
authorities said. U.S. troops discov- 
ered a pickup truck and three other 
vehicles that were being prepared 


as car bombs, as well as detonation 
material in five buildings. 

“We also found ingredients to 
be used to devise or enhance explo- 
sives, such as fertilizer and chlorine 
cylinders,” Odierno told Pentagon 
reporters by video link. 

Insurgents have detonated three 
trucks carrying chlorine canis- 
ters since late January. The most 
recent attack occurred Wednes- 
day in Baghdad, killing five peo- 
ple and sending more than 55 to 


hospitals. 

Although relatively few people 
have been killed or seriously injured 
in the chlorine blasts, such attacks 
are unnerving and can cause panic 
among a people suffering severe psy- 
chological strains after nearly four 
years of war. 

With low levels of exposure, chlo- 
rine, which was used as a weapon 
in World War I, can cause breath- 
ing problems and irritate the skin. 
At high levels, it is fatal. 


Elsewhere in Anbar province, 
Sunni insurgents armed with rock- 
et-propelled grenades attacked U.S. 
troops in the volatile city of Rama- 
di, setting off a six-hour firefight 
that killed at least 12 people, the 
U.S. military said Thursday. Iraqi 
authorities said the dead included 
women and children. 

The battle broke out Wednesday 
evening when insurgents opened 
fire on a U.S. patrol from nearby 
buildings, kim gamel (ap) 


Prince Harry to Be Deployed to Iraq 


Briton may be first 
royal to see eombat 
since Andrew in ’82 

LO N D 0 N I He’s the redheaded son of 
the late Princess Diana, the rowdy 
royal known more for dancing until 
dawn than waking for battle. But 
Britain’s party prince, Harry, is get- 
ting his wish and is being deployed 
to Iraq this spring with his Blues 
and Royals regiment. 

Royal officials announced 
Thursday that the 22-year-old 
prince would fight for his country, 
confirming feverish tabloid spec- 
ulation. His regiment is expected

to set out in May or June for a six- 
month tour. 

Harry, a second lieutenant, has 
been trained to lead a team of 12 
soldiers in four armored reconnais- 


sance vehicles and could become 
the first British royal to see com- 
bat since his uncle. Prince Andrew, 
flew as a Royal Navy pilot in the 
Falklands War against Argentina 
in 1982. 

Word of the deployment comes 
one day after Prime Minister Tony 
Blair said British troop numbers in 
Iraq will be cut by 1,600 in com- 
ing months. The tabloid newspa- 
per, the Sun, opined — “1,600 out 
... One in.” 

Britain’s Ministry of Defense has 
previously said Harry could be kept 
out of situations where his recog- 
nizable presence could jeopardize 
his comrades, tariq panja (ap)

The rape allegations by Sunni 
Arab women, particularly that of a 
20 -year-old woman who claimed 
to have been raped by three police- 
men over the weekend, have angered 
Sunni insurgent groups. 

The alleged victim in the latest 
case, a 50 -year-old woman from 
Tal Afar, appeared on Al- Jazeera to 
recount her ordeal when her house 
was raided by Iraqi soldiers looking

A Hostage’s Long 
Wait in Colombia 


Future for rebel-held 
ex-presidential hopeful 
still a matter of debate 

BOGOTA, COLOMBIA I Five years 
after she was kidnapped by leftist 
rebels while campaigning for the 
presidency, anti- corruption cru- 
sader Ingrid Betancourt remains 
Colombia’s best-known hostage. 

As her family marks the anniver- 
sary of her abduction Friday, they 
complain that President Alvaro 
Uribe is endangering Betancourt’s 
life by advocating military rescue 
efforts rather than negotiation. 

The family’s pleas for a nego- 
tiated prisoner swap are strongly 
backed by France, where Betan- 
court has become a cause celebre 
because of her dual French-Colom- 
bian nationality. 

But Uribe was firm Thursday in 
resisting their call for negotiations 
to try to win the release of Betan- 
court and some 60 other political 
prisoners held by the Revolution- 
ary Armed Forces of Colombia, or 
FARC. 

Before flying to a town in the 
heart of traditional FARC territory, 
the Colombian leader told report- 
ers that an envoy recently sent to 
speak to rebel representatives about 
possible negotiations returned only 
with threats. 

“So the decision of the govern- 


ment is the following: In the face of 
this new threat, we will work harder 
to destroy the rebels,” Uribe said. 

Earlier this week, he told French 
media he had received reports 
Betancourt might be held out- 
side Colombia, though he did not 
say where. 

Kidnap victims’ relatives are 
united in opposing military rescues, 
fearful their loved ones would be 
killed in the crossfire or by rebels, 
which is what happened in a May 
2003 rescue attempt. 

Uribe’s insistence on military 
operations has strained relations 
with France. 

Last week, he acknowledged 
the difficulties, but also said: 
“We’ve given Paris all our autho- 
rizations to keep searching for a 
settlement.” 

Betancourt’s memoirs of her 
time in Congress were a best-seller 
in France, where her two children, 
now ages 19 and 21, have demanded 
stronger French efforts to obtain 
their mother’s freedom. 

Betancourt was kidnapped on 
Feb. 23, 2002, as she campaigned for 
president in southern Colombia. 

The FARC, Latin America’s larg- 
est rebel group, seeks to swap some 
500 imprisoned rebels for the 60 
hostages, who also include former 
ministers and three U.S. defense 
contractors held for four years.

Egyptian Blower Gets Prison Time 


Writings insulted 
Islam and country’s 
president, court finds 

ALEXANDRIA, EGYPT I An Egyp- 
tian blogger was convicted Thurs- 
day and sentenced to four years 
in prison for insulting Islam, the 
Prophet Muhammad and Egypt’s 
president, sending a chill through 


fellow Internet writers who fear a 
government crackdown. 

Abdel Kareem Nabil, a 22-year- 
old former student at Egypt’s Al- 
Azhar University, an Islamic insti- 
tution, was a vocal secularist and 
sharp critic of conservative Muslims 
in his blog. He also lashed out often 
at Al-Azhar — the most prominent 
religious center in Sunni Islam — 
calling it “the university of terror-

ism” and accusing it of encourag- 
ing extremism. 

His conviction brought a flood of 
condemnations from internation- 
al and Egyptian rights groups and 
stunned fellow bloggers. 

“I am shocked,” said Wael Abbas, 
a blogger who writes frequent- 
ly about police abuses and other 
issues in Egypt. “This is a terrible 
message to anyone who intends to 


express his opinion and to bloggers 
in particular.” 

Nabil’s lawyer, Ahmed Seif el- 
Islam, said he would appeal the ver- 
dict, saying the ruling will “terrify 
other bloggers and will [have a] 
negative impact on the freedom of 
expression in Egypt.” 

Egypt arrested a number of blog- 
gers last year, most of them for con- 
nections to Egypt’s pro -democra- 
cy reform movement. While other 
bloggers were freed, Nabil was put 
on trial — a sign of the sensitivity of 
his writings on religion, (ap)

Protesters dismiss 
worries that rally will 
threaten memorial 

WASHINGTON | Iraq war protest- 
ers are planning to converge next 
month and several organizations, 
including the POW-MIA group 
Rolling Thunder, are banding 
together to protect sacred ground 
for Vietnam War veterans. 

The March 17 rally against the 
war, organizers say, will begin in 
a park near the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial, known as the Wall. 

Two veterans’ groups said 
Wednesday they fear protesters 
may deface the memorial, a claim 
dismissed by the demonstrators. 

“We’re going there to protect our 
memorial and show support for our 
troops,” said Artie Muller, executive 
director of Rolling Thunder. 

Muller said he and other veter- 
ans grew concerned because dur- 
ing a January anti-war rally, some 
protesters spray-painted graffiti on 
the steps of the Capitol. 

Richard Becker, a spokesman for 
the upcoming rally, said the organi- 
zations involved have no intention 
of desecrating the black granite 


memorial wall. “It’s the spreading 
of myths, and that’s a polite way of 
putting it,” Becker said. 

The anti-war ANSWER (Act 
Now to Stop War and End Racism) 
Coalition is organizing the protest 


to coincide with the fourth anni- 
versary of the U.S.-led invasion, 
which was launched on March 
20, 2003, in Iraq. 

Becker said the crowd will 
include some Iraq War veterans 


and their families. 

From the Vietnam War Memo- 
rial, the protesters plan to march to 
the Pentagon to demand an imme- 
diate withdrawal of U.S troops from 
Iraq.

Mayor pushes his plan 
while D.C. schools face 
heat for not having any 

WASHINGTON I When sophomore 
Sade Benjamin showed up for school 
earlier this month, the building was 
closed because it lacked heat. 

Freezing temperatures caused 
pipes to burst at H.D. Woodson 
Senior High School. Three other 
aging public schools had similar 
problems, forcing all four to shut 
down for days. About 30 other 
schools closed classrooms because 
broken boilers and burst pipes ren- 
dered them too cold to use. 

About 1,800 students were moved 
to other facilities, with classes often in 
disarray until repairs were made. 

The disruption was the lat- 
est embarrassment for the city’s 
school system, often ranked among 
the worst in the country. As Mayor 
Adrian Fenty addresses long-term 
education problems in his plan to 
gain control over the school system, 
some say he must also deliver on 
promises to modernize schools that 
are literally falling apart — with 
complaints of leaking classrooms, 
deteriorating athletic facilities and 
missing doors on restroom stalls. 

“When the buildings are old, you 
need more money in your mainte- 
nance budget, not less,” said Erika 
Landberg of D.C. VOICE, an educa- 
tional nonprofit, lubnatakruri(ap)

Doing Away With Change 


Vending machines 
may increasingly take 
credit and debit cards 

FRISCO, TEXAS I Just off the ice 
at the Star Center rink, Jenafir 
Chant held a credit card against a 
vending machine. A second later, a 
bottle of Diet Dr Pepper tumbled 
into view. 

The machine takes plastic. 

“We were all excited when these 
went in last week,” said Chant. “I 
was scrounging around for $2 for 
a Monster. Now I don’t have to 
scrounge.” 

The machine at the ice rink is 
one of 750 that Cadbury Schweppes 
PLC and MasterCard Inc. are test- 
ing in the Dallas area. New York and 
Chicago to answer a key question: 
Will people spend more at vending 
machines if they can use plastic? 

The early answer is, yes. 



Companies aretesting new vending 
machines that will accept credit cards. 


Some of the machines were 
installed in January and have 
seen sales increases of 5 percent 
to 35 percent without any change 
in prices, said Mark Jackson, a vice 
president with Cadbury’s U.S. bev- 
erages subsidiary, which markets 
Dr Pepper, Snapple, 7UP and other 
drinks. 

Cadbury’s experience fits with 
sales increases that other companies 


have reported when they shift con- 
sumers from cash to plastic. 

Possible explanations vary from 
consumers not wanting to carry 
change, to ATMs that dispense 
only $20 bills, which can’t be used 
in most vending machines. 

Cadbury is retrofitting machines 
in Dallas, New York and Chicago 
to take all major credit cards and 
debit cards. They still accept cash, 
too. The beverage giant carefully 
selected locations for the machines, 
looking for locations frequented by 
adults likely to use plastic. 

After three months, Cad- 
bury will evaluate sales data and 
decide whether to retrofit more 
machines and introduce them in 
other cities. 

“There is always going to be a 
degree of cash transactions,” Jack- 
son said. “But we recognize the fact 
we’re moving more and more to a

Teeth whitening — which continues 
to be the most-requested cosmetic 
dental procedure among patients 
40 to 60 years old, according to a 
2004 American Dental Association/

Jeppsson says that in the past 
five or six years, “D.C. has evolved 
so much.

Georgetown star is 
frustrating opposing 
eoaehes left and right 

HOYAS HOOPS I Big East coaches 
must be getting sick of trying 
to figure out how to stop Jeff 
Green. 

So eager are they to imagine 
Georgetown without its star for- 
ward that two opposing coach- 
es have openly speculated about 
Green’s NBA draft status in the 
midst of the Hoyas’ 10 -game win- 
ning streak. 

“Jeff Green is a lottery pick,” 
Cincinnati coach Mick Cronin 
told reporters after Georgetown’s 
75-65 win Wednesday, echoing 
Louisville’s Rick Pitino’s com- 
ments after the Hoyas’ 73-65 
victory on Feb. 7- 

“He’s got tremendous talent 
and I think coach Thompson has 
done a tremendous job of harness- 
ing his talent,” continued Cronin. 
“He knows when to shoot, when to 
pass, when to drive.” 

Coach John Thompson HI 
and the rest of the Hoyas prob- 
ably don’t want to think about 
whether the junior from Hyatts- 
ville, Md., will go pro after the 
season. They’d rather just focus 
on Green’s recent play. 

The reigning Big East player of 
the week has scored in the double 
digits in Georgetown’s last eight 
games and is averaging 16.7 points 
per game in the team’s past 10 con- 
tests. He’s now the conference’s sixth 
best scorer, tallying 15.7 points per 
Big East matchup. 

Most recently, the formerly ret- 
icent superstar has taken control 
while Hoyas center Roy Hibbert 
was rendered ineffective against 
Villanova and Cincinnati. 

Green led the team in scoring in 
both games and hit the game -win- 
ner against Villanova. 

“I just wanted the ball,” Green 
said last Saturday. “I was in one of 
those zones where I was very confi- 
dent in my shot, and I work on those 
two-dribble pull-ups every day after 
practice, so it came naturally to me. 
I just wanted the ball.” 


GREEN IS GOOD 

Jeff Green’s play recently has 
been extraordinary. His game 
statistics say it all: 

Feb. 21 at Cincinnati: 

21 points, 3 rebounds, 2 assists 

Feb. 17 at Villanova: 

19 points, 9 rebounds, 8 blocks 
Feb. 12 vs West Virginia: 

15 points, 6 rebounds, 5assists 
Feb. 10 vs. Marquette: 

24 points, 5 rebounds, 4 assists 
Feb. 7 at Louisville: 

16 points, 7 rebounds, 4assists 


As Green has grown more con- 
fident, so have the Hoyas (21-5, 
11-2) — who are riding their longest 
in-league winning streak since the 
1984-85 season. 


Since a 74-69 loss at Pittsburgh 
Jan. 13, Georgetown has rolled over 
opponents to climb to No. 12 in the 
rankings and into a first-place tie 
in the Big East. 

On Saturday at Verizon Center, 
the Hoyas can take sole possession 
of the league lead by defeating 
No. 10 Pitt with just one week left 
in the regular season. 

It’s as big a game as Georgetown 
has played all season, and the team 
knows it will need to perform better 
than it did at Cincinnati — where 
it fell behind early — to establish 
league dominance. 

“I don’t think we’re there yet,” 
Green said. “We made a lot of 
mistakes. Cincinnati got a lot of 
rebounds and a lot of points in 
transition. We still need to grow 
up. We’ve got to trim those things

After two lost seasons, 
Guzman seeks to prove 
his worth with the Nats 

N AT 1 0 N A LS I Cristian Guzman went 
right to work. 

With two lost seasons to put 
behind him — 2006 ended in 
spring training with a right shoul- 
der injury, 2005 ended with a .219 
batting average — the shortstop was 
eager to get going immediately after 
reporting to Washington Nationals 
camp Sunday. 

The switch-hitter took swings 
from both sides of the plate in the 
cage, then asked manager Manny 
Acta to go over to a field with him 
for some glove work. 

“I’ve got a lot of things to prove 
this year — 2005, 1 know this was a 


bad year for me, and 2006, 1 [didn’t] 
play at all,” Guzman said. “So now, 
2007, 1 have to do something.” 

As it is, Guzman said, his shoul- 
der is “not 100 percent,” and it will 
be two or three weeks before he’s 
throwing in workouts. 

“A little bit sore, still,” he said. “I’m 
just a little bit tired because I worked 
a lot” in the offseason. 

Guzman admitted that his right 
shoulder hampered him in 2005, 
however it was something he never 
acknowledged during that trying 
season, when his average lingered 
below .200 for months. 

Guzman who was shut down 
from throwing the past three days, 
because of mild tendinitis and pain 
in his right shoulder will resume 
throwing tomorrow. An MRI this 
week on his surgically repaired 


shoulder was negative 

Whatever success the Nationals 
might have this season could hinge 
on how well Guzman performs, both 
in the field and at the plate, where 
Acta would like to bat him second 
in the order. 

“Guzman,” Acta said, “is the 
key.” 

Acta managed Guzman in winter 
league ball in their native Dominican 
Republic and plans to take a patient, 
confidence-instilling approach this 
spring. 

Acta has kept tabs on Guzman 
throughout spring training. 

“I know this kid has pride inside,” 
Acta said. “He has to show the whole 
world he’s not the Cristian Guzman 
everybody saw in 2005, and he will 
do anything he can to do this.”

The Time to Shine Is Eariy 


NFL execs converge 
on combine to find 
the next great rookie 

N F L I Rich McKay likes what he sees 
among today’s NFL rookies. 

Sure, they’re bigger, faster, stron- 
ger, even brasher. But they’re also bet- 
ter prepared to make an impact. 

Once considered a veteran- dom- 
inated league, the NFL has gradu- 
ally been transformed by talented 
rookie classes into a league more 
affected by today’s young players. 

“For a scout, mini- camp used to 
be the worst three days of the year,” 
said McKay, the Atlanta Falcons’ 
general manager. “You’d show up 
after spending all this time working 
on the draft, and a guy would come 
in out of shape or struggle to pick 
up a scheme. But you don’t really 
see that any more.” 

McKay is among the dozens of 
NFL front office officials, coach- 
es and scouts that will spend the 
weekend in Indianapolis grading 
this year’s college prospects at the 
league’s annual scouting combine. 

They’ll evaluate heights, weights, 
speeds and even seemingly innocu- 
ous details such as vertical jumps and

mobility. While the names and faces 
have changed, the trend has not. 

Over the past five years, McKay 
acknowledges he’s consistently seen 
rookies arrive at training camp with 
more knowledge, in better shape 
and more prepared to make the 
transition to the NFL. 

“I know that the coaching at the 
college level is getting better every 
year,” Baltimore general manag- 
er Ozzie Newsome said. “A lot of 
the guys that have coached at our 
level are going back to college, and 
I think that’s helping them.” 

Whether the roughly 330 players 
in Indianapolis this week continue 
the recent pattern won’t be known 
for months. But McKay, who declined 
to compare this year’s draft to last 
year’s, expects it to continue and he 
hopes to find a few diamonds before 
departing early next week. 

“I didn’t get the impression that 
people were ranking last year’s group 
that high, but it was a very productive 
group,” he said. “You have to realize 
that at the end of the day, we’re still 
picking human beings.” (ap)

BASKETBALL I Dennis Johnson, 
the star NBA guard who was part 
of three championship teams and 
combined with Larry Bird in one 
of the great postseason plays, died 
Thursday after collapsing at the end 
of practice while coaching a devel- 
opmental team. He was 52. 

Johnson, coach of the Austin 
Toros, was unconscious and in car- 
diac arrest when paramedics arrived 
at Austin Convention Center, said 
Warren Hassinger, spokesman for 
Austin-Travis County Emergency 
Medical Services. 

Paramedics tried to resuscitate 
him for 23 minutes before he was 
taken to a hospital and pronounced

dead, Hassinger added. Mayra Free- 
man, a spokeswoman for the medi- 
cal examiner’s office, said there will 


be an autopsy. 

The Toros postponedhome games

Johnson, a five-time All-Star and 
one of the top defensive guards, was 
part of the last Boston Celtics dynas- 
ty. He spent 14 seasons in the league 
and retired after the 1989-90 season. 
He played on title teams with the 
Celtics in 1984 and 1986 and with the 
Seattle SuperSonics in 1979, when 
he was the NBA finals MVP. 

“Whether he was leading his 
teams to NBA championships or 
teaching young men the meaning 
of professionalism, Dennis Johnson’s 
contributions to the game went far 
beyond the basketball court,” NBA 
commissioner David Stern said. 
“Dennis was a man of extraordinary 
character with a tremendous passion 
for the game.” jim vertuno (ap)

Team finds itself in 
the position of sorting 
through many options 

ORIOLES I First baseman Kevin 
Millar didn’t re-sign with the Bal- 
timore Orioles over the winter so 
he could sit on the bench and watch 
the games. If he’s in uniform, he 
expects to play. 

That’s just one of the challenges 
confronting manager Sam Perlozzo, 
who has no shortage of first base- 
men on his roster. 

The Orioles also signed Aubrey 
Huff as a free agent, giving him a 
three -year deal, and retained Jay 
Gibbons, who was displaced in right 
field by rookie Nick Markakis last 
season. Huff and Gibbons have 
played first base in the past.

One solution is to use Gibbons 
almost exclusively as the designated 
hitter, a move that could improve his 
chances of staying healthy. Gibbons 
was limited to 90 games last season 
with a variety of injuries. 

Huff is expected to be the left 
fielder on opening day, with Mil- 
lar starting at first base against the 
Minnesota Twins’ likely starter, left- 
hander Johan Santana. 

“I’ve always said that compe- 
tition is good,” Orioles vice presi- 
dent Jim Duquette said. “If we’re 
at a point where we actually have 
some competition for at-bats, that’s

Heat Need Surge 
Without D-Wade 


Team may have a hard 
time making playoffs 
with its star sidelined 

N B A I Dwyane Wade walked off the 
court hunched over in pain. He sat 
on the bench in tears as his injured 
shoulder was examined, then left in 
a wheelchair and went to a hospital 
by ambulance. 

And with that, the Miami Heat’s 
bid to repeat as NBA champions 
was further hobbled. They may be 
hard-pressed merely to make the 
playoffs. 

The All-Star guard dislocated his 
left shoulder in the fourth quarter 
of Wednesday night’s 112-102 loss 
at Houston, raising fears he might 
be sidelined several weeks or more. 
Wade flew home early Thursday in 
a private plane and was to be exam- 
ined at a hospital to determine the 
extent of the injury. 

It stung the Heat especially hard 
because it came in the first game in 
which Wade, Shaquille O’Neal and 
coach Pat Riley have been together 
since mid-November. Plagued by 
health issues much of the season, the

The Number 23’ is 
an obsessive mystery 
to all but the viewer 

FILM I One of the many mysteries 
about the number 23 is why Jim 
Carrey and director Joel Schumach- 
er thought audiences would share 
their fascination over the myster- 
ies about the number 23. 


Their thriller “The Number 23” 
is a one -note — or one -number — 
affair, straining to build an engag- 
ing story around a man’s conviction 
in the mystically diabolical power 
of that digit. 

Schumacher and screenwriter 
Fernley Phillips just pound this 
number into viewers’ brains, laying 
out those tidbits and many others, 
along with overloading the scenery 


with instances of the number. 

Frankly, the number wears out 
its welcome in the opening credits, 
a headache -inducing splash of text 
and figures with an avalanche of 
instances of the 23 enigma. 

Reuniting with his “Batman For- 
ever” director, Carrey plays easygo- 
ing animal- control officer Walter 
Sparrow, whose encounter with a 
strange dog creates a fateful delay 


in meeting his wife, Agatha (Vir- 
ginia Madsen). 

While waiting, Agatha brows- 
es a bookstore, picking out a tat- 
tered, self-published novel called 
“The Number 23” as a gift for her 
husband. Walter becomes obsessed 
with the book, a pulp murder mys- 
tery about a private eye named Fin- 
gerling, whom Carrey also plays in 
dreamy fantasy segments. 

For Walter, the novel about 
Fingerling’s growing compulsion 
for the number 23 holds eerie par- 
allels to his own life, and he begins 
to think that the number also con- 
trols his destiny. 

With a lot of visual flair but little 
suspense and a prolonged series of 
predictable plot twists, “The Num- 
ber 23” spells out a murder tale in 
Walter’s life that engulfs his wife, 
their son (Logan Lerman) and a 
family friend (Danny Huston). 

Carrey’s performance is energetic 
but lightweight as Walter progresses 
from pleasant family guy to raving 
paranoiac. Madsen fares a little bet- 
ter, showing real spunk. 

Some of the Fingerling fanta- 
sy sequences highlight the movie, 
Schumacher crafting a dark, brood- 
ing world whose brutishness clashes 
with the cozy life Walter has made 
for himself. Even those sequences 
grow tiresome, though, their spoof 
of tough-guy Rim noir patter grad- 
ually becoming a parody of “The 
Number 23” itself

The Lives of Others’ 
is well-deserving of 
its Oscar nomination 

FILM I “The Lives of Others” is a 
miracle of a film that manages to 
be both subtle and intense at the 
same time. 

What’s even more astounding is 
that this is the feature debut from 
German writer- director Florian 
Henckel von Donnersmarck, who 
previously had made a few shorts 
and done some TV work. 


The international awards and 
acclaim “The Lives of Others” has 
received, along with a well- deserved 
Oscar nomination in the foreign- 
language category, should change 
all that. 

Von Donnersmarck confident- 
ly paints a claustrophobic picture 
of East Berlin in the mid-1980s 
through the relationship between 
a playwright (Sebastian Koch), his 
actress-girlfriend (Martina Gedeck) 
and the secret police captain (Ulrich 
Muhe) assigned to spy on them. All 
three of them alter each others’ lives 


in ways large and small, accidental 
and profound. 

It’s a political thriller but also a 
portrait of unexpected humanity, 
a marvel of controlled storytelling 
and mood, with brilliant perfor- 
mances. 

Then again, von Donnersmarck 
gives his actors rich material with 
which to work. These all feel like 
real people, flawed people, capable 
of mistakes and change who can 
surprise us as well as themselves. 

There are twists, ones that are 
both touching and stunning. And 
afterward they leave you wanting 
to see more from this filmmaker 
who clearly has a rare gift.

DEBUT I “Amazing Grace,” which 
chronicles the work of William 
Wilberforce, made its U.S. debut 
last week at Wilberforce University 
in southwest Ohio; it opens in the- 
aers on Friday. 

The film is about a member of 
Parliament and abolitionist who 
helped end the slave trade in the 
British empire 200 years ago. 

Wilberforce led a 20 -year cam- 
paign in the British Parliament that 
resulted in the abolition of the 
slave trade in the British empire 
in 1807. 

Founded in 1856 by the African 
Methodist Episcopal church for edu- 
cating the children of slaves, Wil- 
berforce University is the oldest pri- 
vate, historically black university in 
the U.S. Because of its history, the

university was invited to partner 
with the movie’s producers. 

British director Michael Apt- 
ed’s film also depicts the relation- 
ship of Wilberforce, played by 
loan Gruffudd, with his mentor 
John Newton (Albert Finney), a 
British slave trader turned evan- 
gelical minister who wrote the 
lyrics to the hymn “Amazing 
Grace.”

The comedic cops of 
‘Reno 911!’ hit the big 
screen this weekend 

MIAMI VICE I “Reno 911! /’the free- 
wheeling Comedy Central parody 
of “Cops,” is the latest TV series to 
come to the big screen. 

“Reno 911!: Miami” finds the 
totally clueless members of the 
Reno Sheriff’s Department — 
they make the bumblers from the 
“Police Academy” movies look like 
Mensa members — patrolling the 
mean streets of the Florida metrop- 
olis after a bioterrorist attack on a 
police convention. 

“Miami,” which opens Friday, 
was written by stars Robert Ben 
Garant, who plays Deputy Tra- 
vis Junior; Thomas Lennon, the 
short- shorts -wearing Lt. Jim Dan- 
gle; and Kerri Kenney- Silver, who 
plays the overly medicated Deputy 
Trudy Wiegel. 

Garant also directed this exercise 
in silliness and bad taste. “Directing 
is real hard,” he says. “Writing — it 
is just me and my dog and I am sit- 
ting there at my computer. I really 


enjoy that. I think if I didn’t direct, 
though, I would never get out of the 
house or talk to anybody.” 

The film was shot in just 20 
days in both Los Angeles and 
Miami. As with the series, which 
premiered in 2003, there was no 
set script for it. “We have an out- 
line for each sketch,” Garant says. 
“We never write any dialogue, and 
usually we don’t rehearse. We hire 
people who we know are going to 
be funny. We pitch them the joke 
and just let them go.” 


Garant directed the film in the 
same manner he does episodes of 
the series. “We had the exact same 
crew and almost the same sched- 
ule,” he explains. “We shoot eight 
to 12 pieces a day. We do two takes 
of each scene. ... We do these long 
takes, so even if an actor has pre- 
pared some jokes for the scene, 
they are out of their jokes in the 
first five minutes. We keep shoot- 
ing for another 10 minutes, so you 
get great, weird stuff from people.”

‘Unreasonable Man’ 
takes an unflinching 
look at Ralph Nader 

FI LM I The compelling documentary 
“An Unreasonable Man” carries the 
tagline, “Ralph Nader: How do you 
define a legacy?” but it might just 
as easily have asked, “Who gets to 
define the legacy?” 


With its two hours divided 
between exploring Nader’s four- 
decade career as a consumer cru- 
sader and the fallout over his 2000 
presidential bid, the film portrays 
him as a revolutionary figure whose 
primary accomplishments have 
been overshadowed by politics. 

Directors Henriette Mantel and 
Steve Skrovan interviewed Nader 
along with supporters, critics and 


pundits in compiling a thoughtful, 
appreciative assessment of Nader’s 
work as an activist and the anger 
stirred by the impact his campaign 
had on the A1 Gore-George W Bush 
election outcome. 

Whether you hold Nader 
accountable for Bush’s victory, 
feel he was justly pursuing a noble 
cause or simply wish he would go 
away, there are bound to be seg- 


ments of “An Unreasonable Man” 
that will rankle you. 

The film’s second half, which 
deals with the fact that Nader’s 
recent political ambitions have 
largely overshadowed his work as 
a consumer advocate — notably in 
the field of auto safety — is telling 
in that some of the harshest rebukes 
come from onetime allies. 

It’s from “Nader’s Raiders” alum- 
ni that we hear both the most praise 
and the most disappointment. 
Nader professes no interest in his 
legacy, satisfied that the existence of 
seat belts and air bags are evidence 
enough of what he accomplished. 
But Mantel (who once worked for 
Nader as an office manager) and 
Skrovan seem intent on getting 
him a fair hearing. 

Though the second half con- 
tains the fireworks, it’s the film’s 
first hour that is ultimately most 
memorable. Mantel and Skrovan 
do a commendable job in covering 
a lot of territory, mixing pertinent 
and entertaining archival footage 
with interviews detailing Nader’s 
rise to prominence and the uphill 
battle he faced following the “Rea- 
gan Revolution” in 1980. 

The back and forth over Nad- 
er’s impact on the election seems 
as unproductive now as it did seven 
years ago, but the chronicle of what 
Nader and a mobilized force of ide- 
alistic young people accomplished, 
primarily in the late 1960s and early 
1970s, is impressive in its undeni- 
able long-term effects.

DVD Brings It All Back Home 


‘Don’t Look Back’ 
documentary gets 
the deluxe treatment 

DVD I The greatest rock movie ever, 
D.A. Pennebaker’s “Don’t Look 
Back,” just got better. 

Ever since the black-and-white 
documentary of Bob Dylan’s 1965 
solo tour of England was first 
shown in theaters in 1967, it has 
been hailed as the most compelling 
look ever at what it’s like to be the 
center of pop attention. 

The key to the film’s impact is 
that director Pennebaker didn’t 
approach Dylan with the stan- 


dard documentary game plan. 
Rather than interview Dylan or 
recap his story, Pennebaker focused 
on how forces such as fans, jour- 
nalists and other artists speed 
toward pop heroes like heat- seek- 
ing missiles. 

In the process, Dylan is both 
amused and put off by the whirl- 
wind. He shows little interest when 
an official wants to present him with 
an award, yet he later pores over the 
pop papers, curious about what has 
been written about him. 

Though the film has long been 
available on DVD, the new collec- 
tion, titled “Bob Dylan: Don’t Look 
Back/65 Tour Deluxe Edition,” con-

tains a new, remastered version as 
well as several marvelous features, 
including a commentary track fea- 
turing both Pennebaker and Bob 
Neuwirth, Dylan’s tour manager 
and buddy. 

In addition, Pennebaker has 
gone through hours of outtakes to 
put together a second feature, the 
hour-long “Bob Dylan 65 Revisit- 
ed.” It offers a second commentary 
track and more music from the tour, 
including a glorious version of one 
of Dylan’s early masterpieces, “To 
Ramona.” 

Aside from the performance 
footage, the most interesting 
moments in the new compan- 
ion film involve Dylan play-

The FBI had the 
goods, butthey needed one more piece 
of evidence. So they sent in ayoung man 
named EricO’Neillto bothassistand spy 
on Hanssen’s computer operation. The 
story is told from O’Neill’s point of view; 
thus we never seeany of Hanssen’sespio- 
nage activities or his flamboyant involve- 
ment with a Washington stripper. Wesim- 
ply see the young man struggling with 
his own conscience as he tries to rec- 
oncile a hardworking, dedicated boss 
with the image of a psychopathic trai- 
torthat other superiors haveshown him. 
The acting is superb, particularly from 
the three principals: Ryan Phillippe as 
O’Neill, Chris Cooperas Hanssen and the 
great Laura Linney as Kate Burroughs, 
O’Neill’s supervisor in the secret oper- 
ation. (SH) 

BREAKING AND ENTERING (R, 119 min- 
utes) It’s easy to dismiss this new movie 
from writer-director Anthony Minghella 
(“The English Patient,” “Cold Mountain”) 
as just another example of his penchant 
forarted-up but essentially vapid roman- 
tic melodrama.

BORAT (R, 89 minutes) Borat, played with 
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but rapidly gentrifying KingsCross neigh- 
borhood — is a character in itself, thefilm 
stars Jude Law as an architect whose 
office keeps getting ripped off. When he 
meets the beautiful mother of one of the 
miscreants, he seduces her, a plottwist 
most easily explained bythefactthatshe 
is played by Juliette Binoche.

SMOKIN’ ACES (R, 118 minutes) In a pent- 
house suite in Lake Tahoe, a somewhat 
smarmy guy named Buddy “Aces” Israel 
(Jeremy Piven) has goneto ground while 
his lawyer is in D.C. huckstering him off to 
the highest bidder in the law enforcement 
casino. Buddy knows too much about 
not only where the bodies are buried 
butalso whoturnedthem into bodies in 
the first place.

STOMP THE YARD (PG-13, 115 minutes)

I m Lukes Uncle 


Darth’s brother, Chad, 
has become a smash 
hit on the Internet 

DEATH STAR | Poor Chad, the young- 
er brother of the evil Jedi knight 
slayer Darth Vader, is stuck man- 
aging a grocery store in a series of 
short films that have become an 
international hit, thanks to video - 
sharing sites YouTube and MySpace. 
The six wacky episodes created by 
Aaron Yonda and Matt Sloan have 
been viewed more than 9.5 million 
times on those sites alone. 

The popularity of Chad’s mis- 
adventures has allowed Yonda and 
Sloan, both aspiring filmmakers, 
to quit their jobs and negotiate a 
contract with a major media com- 
pany they won’t yet name. It has also 
led to talk that Chad Vader may be 
the best comedy started in Madi- 
son since the Onion, the satirical 
newspaper founded there in the 
late 1980s. 

Chad Vader is not strictly a “Star 
Wars” parody. The filmmakers say 
they wanted to build a universe of 
their own and avoid such cliches as, 
“Luke, I am your father.” Instead, 
the episodes, which run about five 
minutes each, feature Darth Vader’s 
little brother being demoted, facing 
derision from colleagues and strug- 


gling to win over a crush — even 
though he wields a light saber and 
can move objects with his mind. 

“He doesn’t command the 
respect that Darth Vader does. 
He has the powers; he could be 
great but he’s missing something,” 
says Yonda, who transforms from 
a 34 -year- old metal shop worker 
into Chad Vader when he slips into 
his Supreme Edition Darth Vader

costume. “Some key personality 
flaw is preventing him from get- 
ting past that level that he needs to 
get to become supreme commander 
of the Imperial Army.” 

Sloan, who does the character’s 
voice with an uncanny resemblance 


to James Earl Jones’ Darth Vader, 
said the goal was to humanize 
Chad Vader by “making him that 
guy who doesn’t know howto handle 
his authority and goes way over the 
top ... but at the same time making 
him really likable.” 

Chad Vader has conquered the 
Internet very quickly. YouTube 
started featuring the episodes 
and fans quickly began e-mail- 
ing them to friends. ABC’s “Good 
Morning America” debuted their 
fourth episode and VHl will fea- 
ture Chad Vader among its top 40 
Internet superstars in April. 

Yonda and Sloan, who have done 
improv and short films together 
since 2000, chalk up their success 
to a mixture of talent, hard work 
and timing. They came on the scene 
just as YouTube was getting big, and 
they arrived with a base of “Star 
Wars” followers. 

The quality of the films has won 
over fans. And Sloan, 33, does the 
Darth Vader impersonation so well 
that LucasArts recently hired him 
to record Darth’s voice for a new 
video game. They say they plan to 
do two more episodes — which take 
as many as 11 hours to film and cost 
up tow$l,000 apiece — to finish 
the “first season” of Vader, and then 
film a second eight- episode season.

Drinks 


Irish moonshine 
enjoys a resurgence 
in the Emerald Isle 

Any spirit nicknamed “the dev- 
iPs spittle” practically begs to be 
banned. 

And it was. For centuries. Yet the 
Irish never let that impede produc- 
tion of poitin (pronounced PUH- 
cheen), an ultra- strong relative of 
American moonshine that flour- 
ished underground to become one 
of the nation’s most mysterious and 
unusual drinks. 

Now, 10 years after the ban was 
dropped, the Irish aren’t letting the 
legalization of poitin (which also 
goes by “mountain dew” and “water 
of life,” depending on the folk song 
rhapsodizing about it) get in the way 
of a good black market drink. 

“Any highway and byway, there’s 
always somebody doing it,” said 
Oliver Dillon, managing director 
of Bunratty Mead and Liqueur 
Company in County Clare, which 
makes and markets poitin legally. 
Home distilling remains illegal. 

“Poitin is part of our heritage. 
... It’s been a way of life; it’s been 
a tradition,” he said. “Poitin is the 


treasured spirit of Ireland.” 

Produced from malt, barley, 
sugar, yeast and water — and, pre- 
dictably, in past eras, from potatoes 
— poitin is dry and grainy, with a 
changing, increasingly sweet after- 
taste. It often is distilled three or 
four times to produce a spirit that 
is sharp and clear. 

Though always popular, the 
appeal of poitin (which means 
“small pot,” a reference to tradi- 
tional production methods), sky- 
rocketed during the 17th and 18th 


centuries when English rulers 
imposed spirit taxes and private 
distillation bans. 

Keen to flout resented laws and 
preserve their beloved drink, the 
Irish took the making and sell- 
ing of poitin underground, where 
it remains today. Though legal 
brands have been available since 
1997, it is the outlaw home brews 
that are in demand. 

Especially in rural areas, the 
drink is a nostalgic treasure. The 
mere mention of it elicits winks. 


smiles and more often than not 
a cautionary shake of the head. In 
addition to being prized for its true 
Irishness, poitin also is infamous 
for its legendary strength. 

Legal poitin usually is about 80 
or 90 proof, but illegal forms often 
are much, much stronger. 

“It would take your kidneys 
and liver and every other part of 
you away,” said Aileen Hendrick, 
who works at a Dublin pub named 
for the spirit. An Poitin Stil, which 
boasts a working (though no longer

Its legalization in 1997 was 
a windfall for Dillon’s company, 
which now could sell its Bunratty 
Potcheen in Ireland. Previously, they 
had been limited to duty free shops

and overseas markets. 

Both Dillon’s Bunratty Potcheen 
and Knockeen Hills Poteen, which 
is produced in County Waterford, 
are legal poitin available in the 
United States. The latter has won 
various international wine and 
spirit awards. Interpretive differ- 
ences about how best to Anglicize 
the Irish word account for spelling 
variations in the product names. 

Those who chose to imbibe will 
find poitin swaps easily for whis- 
key and gin in mixed drinks. It also 
often can be consumed straight or 
on ice. However you drink it, if 
you opt for an illegal batch, sip 
with care. 

“We’ve all drank poitin and 
know somebody who’d make it,” 
said Finbar Murphy, who lives 
in Cork. “You’d feel nostalgic 
about it. ... If it went away we’d 
be missing part of our culture.”

Timing That Metrorail Ride 



COMMUTiNGlIn the inter- civic bat- 
tle of who has a better public tran- 
sit system, New York City’s subway 
has lagged far behind Washington’s 
Metrorail when it comes to letting 
commuters know when the next 
train is coming. 

Automated display boards have 
dotted D.C. station platforms since 
the turn of the most-recent century. 
New Yorkers, however, must rely on a 
much older technology: Peering into 
subway tunnels to interpret winds, 
echoes and far-off lights to predict 
when the next train is coming. 

But now that’s changing. New 
York is introducing a similar system 
to one subway line. As the New York 
Times reported last Saturday, there 
are also automated voice announce- 


ments saying “Ladies and gentle- 
men, the next L train ...” 

Despite all the complaining local 
commuters do about most things 
related to Metro, we have it pretty 
good. (Consider Metro went with- 
out such a system for its first 25 
years.) In the fall, Metro introduced 
new ways to access real-time train 
information. 

If you have access to the Inter- 
net, you can check when the next 
train is supposed to arrive before 
you get stuck at Ballston on a Sun- 
day night with a 15-minute wait. 
Here’s what to do: 

• Go to Metro’s Web site, 
WMATA.COM. 

• Click on the Maps & Stations 
link on the left rail. 


• Click on the “Find a station/ 
stop” sub -menu. 

• Select your station, then click 
on “Next Train Arrival.” 

• Voila! The information 
refreshes every 30 seconds. 

Or if you’re equipped with a 
Blackberry or equivalent hand- 
held device, you can go to HTTP:// 


WMATA.COM/M0BILE. Select “Next 
train information” there and follow

How much of the art in your place 
is yours? 

I still live at home with my parents 
and brother, so you could say that 
there’s a lot of my work. It’s pieces 
that have been relevantto my growth. 
It’s not overwhelming, and we have 
areas reserved for other things as 
well. We have wonderful paintings 
that my brother has done.

For people your age who can’t paint 
like you, is it possible to get art like 
that in their homes? 

I don’t think the only way into 
the art world is collecting it. It’s 
unfortunate that what’s consid- 
ered good is being sold for exor- 
bitant amounts. But there’s so 
much work out there by students 
who are absolute visionaries. You 
don’t need to jump to the big, great 
names. Being actively involved in 
art doesn’t require writing a huge 
check. Start by checking out gallery 
shows. When you go to New York 


to see your friends, also go to a few 
museums. If your interest grows, 
then bring it into your home. There 
are smaller pieces, prints. It doesn’t 
have to blow a hole in your pock- 
et. One of my dreams is to create a 
wonderful collection of art — not 
by Sotheby’s standards — but by my 
standards of what’s visionary. 

What do you like looking for? 

It’s about the artists of the future. 
We love our Hockneys and other 
established artists, but they’re my 
parents’ and grandparents’ age now.

It might be an undergrad at Yale. 

What’s your definition of good art? 

It’s very hard for me to answer 
that question. I’ve grown up in 


the L.A. art scene influenced by 
the ideologies of UCLA. Here, 
it’s not about how good you are 
technically. Anyone can go to 
school for 10 years and paint like 
Botticelli. One of my professors 
was going through portfolios of 
applicants to the grad program 
and let us watch the process. He 
was going through 50 applica- 
tions, each with 25 paintings, 
in 10 minutes. All that mattered 
was how much impact it had at 
first sight. It doesn’t matter if the 
shading, form and light are per- 
fect. So, what’s good? Your guess 
is as good as mine. I’m one who 
believes if something makes me 
feel good, if it stimulates me, it 
deserves a second shot. You need 
to establish a relationship on an 
optical level, then you can get 
attached on a deeper level. 

So you don’t necessarily need to 
know that much about art to buy 
something that will make you happy? 

Unless you’re looking at art as a 
financial investment to store away 
somewhere, you’re going to be living 
with this. It should be something 
you want to coexist with. So, if it’s 
good enough for you, that’s what 
matters. 

What’s hot in art right now? 

Painting has become a seasonal 
thing like fashion, with strong 
trends. As of right now, ethereal 
doodly things are it. They’re done 
by young people, and that perks 
viewers up. It’s all about exhaust- 
ing one resource and going to 
another one. 

How do you make sure you’re not a 
passing fad? 

You always have to offer a new 
dynamic. That determines wheth- 
er you’ll be a trend like what pops 
up in Us Weekly for two months or 
whether you have something more 
to say.

... Misusing Flame-Shaped Bulbs 

■Those fire-like lightbulbs with the sharp, tapered tips sure are pretty — but 
only if you treat them right. They’re generally made to burn upward only, said 
Donetta George, owner of The Brass Knob (2311 18th St. NW; 202-332-3370; 
thebrassknob.com), an antique hardware and restored-lighting store. “There’s 
a warning on the package, but who readstheir lightbulb package?’’ sheasked. 

Flame-shaped bulbs burn hot; clueless homeowners whoturn them inthe wrong 
direction often end up with damaged sockets with charred insulation. In a worst- 
case scenario, they could startafire by usingthetorch-likethings incorrectly. 



While pointy bulbs look great direct- 
ed upward in chandeliers — in which 
they’ll resemble bright-burning can- 
dles, only without the flicker — stick- 
ing them in a ceiling fixture or a pen- 
dant lamp isamajor no-no. Toachieve 
a different look safely, use a clear, short 
appliance bulb or bulbs madeforfans, 
which are also smaller than standard, 
advised George.

Every week, Washington Post 
Home section reporters Annie 
Groer and Jura Koncius help you 
in your quest to achieve domestic 
bliss. Have a question about decorat- 
ing? They’re happy to whip out paint 
chips and suggest the perfect hue, 
call a retailer to help track down a 
hard-to-find accent piece or offer 
some do-it-yourself advice. 

What’s the best way to clean hard- 
wood floors? I’ve been wet-mop- 
ping, but do you have other sugges- 
tions? 

You should make sure water 
doesn’t saturate the surface as you 


wet-mop. Damp -mopping is bet- 
ter because it can seep into cracks 
and under baseboards and make 
the wood expand and contract. You 
are right about the dust- attracting 
properties of oil soap. 

MarthaStewart’s“Homekeeping” 
bible suggests that if your floors are 
polyurethane- coated, make a clean- 
ing solution of M cup vinegar and 
a quart of warm water. 

If your floors are finished with 
wax instead of polyurethane, then 
the surface is vulnerable to scratch- 
es, which means water can pene- 
trate and damage it. 

After vacuuming, wash gently 
with a barely damp mop (practi- 
cally dry), Stewart says. 

I bought an unfinished chest of 
drawers, which I stained a medi- 
um-dark mahogany. I was thinking 


about putting antiqued brass drawer 
knobs on it. Where can I find some, 
or should I put something else on it? 

Consider scale and style first.

To Deal or 
Not Deal? 


An expert doles out 
tips on snagging a 
new condo in 2007 

Local real estate writer Elizabeth Razzi, 
author of “The Fearless Home Buyer” 
and the just-published “The Fearless 
Home Seller” (both Stewart, Tabori ^ 
Chang), shared her thoughts on the 
eondo scene in 200Z 

It’s not so easy for a would-be condo 
buyer to time a real estate market. 
If prices continue to fall after you’ve 
signed a purchase contract, you’ll 
kick yourself for missing the best 


deal. Wait too long, though, and you 
could miss out on some valuable sales 
incentives — such as a year or two 
of prepaid condo 
fees. It’s practi- 
cally impossible 
to know whether 
a real estate mar- 
ket has turned 
the corner until 
a month or two 
after the fact, 
when the statistics are collected. 
For now, at least, buyers still have 
the upper hand in negotiations.

5 percent and 10 percent over 
the course of 2007, according to 
William Rich, a vice president with 
Delta Associates, an Alexandria- 
based market research firm. 
Developers are continuing to take 
condo projects off the table, convert- 
ing their construction projects to 
rental apartments or undoing plans 
to convert rental buildings into 
condos. At the same time, burned 
investors have been throwing condo 
apartments onto the resale market. 
“There are owner- occupied as well 
as investor- owned condos staying 
on the market for extended periods 
of time,” said Brenda Small, pres- 
ident of the Greater Capitol Area 
Association of Realtors, a trade 
group for Realtors in the District 
and Maryland. Price, condition and 
location (short commutes are a big 
draw) are key factors in how quickly 
a condo will sell, she said. 

In the face of stiff competition, 
developers (and some resale own- 
ers) are sweetening the pot with 
incentives. The Lofts of Columbia 
Heights condo development at 2750 
14th Street NW in the District, for 
example, invites buyers to its Web 
site (loftsofcolumbiaheights.com) to 
register online to receive two years 
of free condo fees upon purchase. 
Recently, the Eclipse on Center Park, 
a new high-rise condo building in 
the Potomac Yard area of Arlington, 
was advertising up to $15,000 in 
closing costs as an incentive. 

While lenders have started 
demanding more proof of credit- 
worthiness from would-be borrow- 
ers, they’re still offering mortgages 
with relatively low interest rates, 
recently averaging 6.30 percent for 


a 30 -year fixed-rate loan and 6.01 
percent for a hybrid loan that is fixed 
for five years and then converts to a 
one-year adjustable, according to 
Freddie Mac, a company that buys 
mortgages and repackages them for 
sale to bond investors. 

If you take up the hunt for a 
condo deal this spring, keep in 
mind these strategies: 

Sold out doesn’t necessarily 
mean sold out. Some investors who 
signed purchase contracts while

the building was under construc- 
tion bail out before the deal closes. 
Some developers are maintaining 
lists of buyers interested in pend- 
ing sales that fail to close. 

Compare the resale mar- 
ket against the new- construction 
market. Even if you lust after that 
fresh- drywall smell of a brand-new 
condo, make sure you can’t get abet- 
ter deal on a resale from an investor 
who wants out. Conversely, if you’re 
considering a resale unit, make sure 
the developer isn’t offering incen- 
tives (like upgraded kitchen appli- 
ances) to move the last couple of 
units left in the building. 

Ask your real estate agent 
whether he or she stands to earn a 
bonus, on top of the usual commis- 
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sion, for selling a condo in a particu- 
lar building. Ken Johnson, founder 
of dcrealestate.com, a Web site that 
reports on new condo projects, said 
some developers have offered agents 
bonuses of as much as $10,000 on 
top of the commission. Buyers 
often don’t hear about such sales 
incentives, but you deserve to 
know whether an agent stands 
to get something extra out of your 
decision to buy one place instead of 
another. You might even be able to 
negotiate that at least part of that 
bonus be applied toward your clos- 
ing costs. 

Make sure your purchase con- 
tract includes a clause that hinges 
the deal on your being able to find 
a mortgage at a reasonable inter- 
est rate (which you should speci- 
fy). This is particularly important 
because more condo apartments 
are being offered on the rental 
market by investors who couldn’t 
sell them. When renters consti- 



tute about 30 percent or more of a 
building’s occupants, lenders may 
grow more hesitant to make loans to 
new buyers because they fear prop- 
erty values won’t hold up as well as 
in renter-heavy buildings. A good 
real estate agent can help you find 
out how renter-heavy a building is 
before you make an offer. 

Some incentives are worth 
more than others. Goodies like pre- 
paid condo fees, subsidized closing 
costs or upgraded kitchens translate 
directly into the value of the condo. 
Others, like flat- screen TVs or even 
a lease on a new vehicle are sexy, but 
you’d be better off converting them 
into dollars off your sale price. You 
can always look for a deal on a TV 
later. And those prices have been 
falling, too. Elizabeth razzi

How developers lure 
buyers to overpriced 
condos in New York 

For $3 million, you can own a two- 
bedroom apartment at 255 Hudson 
St., a boxy building of blue-tinted 
glass at the southern end of SoHo. 
The money will buy you architec- 
tural touches that include “the 
warmth of textured concrete,” as 
a brochure puts it, not to mention 
a killer view of the twice -a- day 
traffic snarl at the entrance to the 
Holland Tunnel. 

What you don’t get, unfortunate- 
ly, is parking. So earlier this year, the 


developers of 255 Hudson cut a deal 
with an outfit called the Manhattan 
Classic Car Club, a lending library 
of sorts where, for a rather hefty 
sum, members can borrow any of 
a fleet of luxury vehicles includ- 
ing a Rolls-Royce Corniche. As it 
happens, the club is right across the 
street from 255 Hudson, allowing 
the project’s overlord to turn what 
by any account would seem like a 
liability into an asset. 

After years of soaring prices, the 
unstoppable New York real- estate 
market has either taken a breather 
or a truncheon to the skull, which 
will send it staggering soon enough.

Already, apartments are linger- 
ing for weeks on the market, and 
for the first time in years, sellers 
are cutting prices. 

So marketers of super-pricey 
buildings in Manhattan are engaged 
in a sort of high-end amenities arms 
race, where extravagance and gim- 
mickry are the weapons of choice. 
It’s a bit like those banks that used 
to lure new customers with toasters 
— except much, much crasser. 

The alliance of 255 Hudson and 
the car club, for instance, was cel- 
ebrated at a cocktail party in the 
club’s showroom, with a couple of 
women hired to mingle and grin 
wearing little more than pasties 
and body paint. The words “Condo 
included. Girl Not Included” were 
painted on their backs. 

If this is the smell of developer 
desperation. New York is about to 
inhale a lot of it. 

“I count 40 -plus construction 
projects in my neighborhood alone,” 
said Nouriel Roubini, a professor of 
economics at New York University 


who lives in Tribeca. “There’s going 
to be a huge glut in six months here 
in New York, well above the national 


average. And unless you see a huge 
increase in hiring in the financial 
industry — and that is not going to 


happen — you have to wonder, who 
is going to buy all these units?” 
One apparent answer: fans of 


Jade dagger. Mick’s daughter, a 
pioneer of something called “pod 
living,” created the combination 
kitchen-bathroom modules that 
sit in the center of the apartments 
at Jade, in Chelsea. To the uniniti- 
ated, the pods look like something 
from the motor home of the future. 
But the owners calls them “jewel- 
like lacquered boxes that seem to 
float in each residence.” One-bed- 
rooms start at $945,000. 

Basically, a decent gym and a 
whirlpool won’t cut it any more. 
Residents at 20 Pine in the 
Financial District can sweat out 
the day’s stress in a Turkish sauna 
or putt with an 18 -hole golf simu- 
lator. Those on the 25th floor and 
above have access to a personal 
concierge who would be happy to 
book your travel plans or buy you 
an English bulldog, if that’s what 
you want. One-bedrooms start at 
$ 960 , 000 . 

“It’s a lifestyle package,” said 
Michael Shvo, a “real- estate force 
to be reckoned with,” as it says on

Continued from E21 
the Web site of his eponymous 
company. “The market today has 
become a smart market, which 
means the buyer today has options. 
He doesn’t have to eat what you put 
on his plate. Product that has an 
advantage is product you can’t buy 
from your next-door neighbor. You 
can’t buy an Armani Casa residence 
from anyone else. You have to buy 
it from Shvo.” 

If you’d rather not buy it from 
Shvo, perhaps you would consider 
Miraval Living, on the Upper East 
Side. The developers here have allied 
with a New Agey Tucson spa called 
Miraval, and they’re attempting to 
import the resort’s regimen of tran- 
quillity and fitness to Manhattan. 
“What if you simply let go?” asks 
the project’s Web site. 

First, let go of a couple mil. Then, 
you have an apartment plus access 
to a workout area with a Pilates stu- 
dio, outdoor yoga garden and 20- 
foot climbing wall as well as an arts 
studio and a spa where, at additional 
cost, you can get a “blue mint foot 
repair” or “desert rain scrub” or 
something called “Ayurvedic herbal 
body treatment.” 

As an added bonus, life at 
Miraval is guilt-free because the 
complex has been built to eco- 
fabulous specifications. The floors 
are made of “sustainable American 
black walnut.” There’s a special fil- 
tration system in the pool, to elimi- 
nate chlorine vapors, and the car- 
pets are free of unhealthy stuff that 
you didn’t even know existed. 

Where is this going? “Smart 
condos,” said Manhattan broker 
Christopher Mathieson, with com- 
puterized control panels that allow 
owners to tinker with their home 


from anywhere in the world. “So 
you can say, ‘Turn on my air condi- 
tioning, I want my shades up three- 
quarters of the way, I want the foot- 
ball game on mute and my favorite 
CD playing when I get home.” 

Like nearly every real- estate pro 
in this city, Mathieson sounds opti- 
mistic. To him, the amenities race 
isn’t a sign of flop sweat, but a nat- 
ural top -that progression brought 
out by a competitive market.

Roubini thinks any forecast that 
doesn’t include the word “bubble” 
is pure fantasy. To him, amenities 
and the array of deals now being 
cut around the country — to cover 
closing costs, for instance — are just 
incentives that generate better pub- 
licity than, say, cutting prices. 

“Most of these deals are worth 
about 5 to 8 percent of the value of 
the property,” Roubini said. If your 
property falls 10 percent for three 
years, as he predicts will happen in 
New York, that’s a lousy deal. 

Of course 5 percent is a whopping 
discount compared with what the 
residents of 255 Hudson get. Under 
the Manhattan Classic Car Club’s 
system, 255ers can burn through 
their membership in under a week.
